MIRA MESA — The new year started 
this week for 14,000 students in the 49 
elementary and high schools that make up 
the diocesan. schools system in Imperial 
and San Diego Counties. 


Three elementary schools have added 
grades, but attendance overall has 
remained virtually the same as last year, 
Father Dennis Clark, diocesan 
superintendent of schools, said. Many 
schools still have waiting lists. 


AT GOOD Shepherd School here, two 
new grades — four and five — have 60 
students. The parochial school opened in 
1982 with grades one, two and three. 


Lenora Kneeshaw will teach 35 fourth 
graders, and Mercy Sister Mary Potter 
will lead the 25 fifth-grade pupils. 


GOOD SHEPHERD School, which 
now has 165 students, was not expected to 
expand: so- rapidly. Demand and the 
ability to meet it caused the rapid growth, 
Father Eamonn Lyng, the pastor, said. 

Because all parochial schools must be 
self-supporting (the diocese makes tuition 
assistance available on the high school 


’ level), Good Shepherd parish planned to 


expand only when it was economically

Pope receives 5- “year = from Bishop Maher 


Is part of ad limina 
visit to the Holy See

Accountability: the U.S. Constitution 
requires the president to. deliver; once 
every year, a state of the union message to 
the congress; the Holy See mandates each 
ordinary, once every five years, to submit 
in person to the Roman pontiff a detailed 
state of his diocese report covering every 
facet of life in the local Church. 

Called a quinquennial report, the 
document is. hand-carried by each 
ordinary during his required ad limina 
visit to Rome every fifth year. While 
there the bishop must pray at the tombs of 
the apostles Peter and Paul and confer 
with the pope; he also meets with the 
prefects of the major Vatican 
congregations and celebrates Mass in the 
major basilicas of the city. 


THIS WEEK’S meeting with Pope 
John-Paul II at the Vatican will be the 
third time San Diego Bishop Leo T. 
Maher has presented a quinquennial 
report on the local diocese to a reigning 
pontiff. Twice before, in 1973 and 1978, 
Bishop Maher brought quinquennial 
reports to Pope Paul VI during ad limina 

visits. 

While in Rome Bishop Maher will join 
90 other U.S. bishops for the month-long 
Theological Consultation IV for a study 
of sacramental theology. The program is 
co-sponsored by the Committee on 
Doctrine of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops and the North American 
College, and is led by faculty from 
Rome’s pontifical universities. 


The current quinquennial report 
covers the years 1978 to 1982. Its 94 pages 
are divided into 14 separate chapters and 
appended with the 14 pastoral letters and 
major statements issued in writing by 
Bishop Maher during the five-year period 


LAST MEETING — Bishop Leo T. Maher last met with Pope John Paul II in the spring 
of 1981, two weeks before the pontiff was shot during a murder attempt in St. Peter's 
Square. The bishop was joined by Msgr. Lawrence Purcell (center), a priest of the 
diocese on assignment with the apostolic delegation in Washington, D.C. 
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ended Dec. 31, 1982. The report was 
prepared by Fathers Richard F. 
Duncanson and Peter M. Escalante, and 
reviewed by Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, the 
diocesan chancellor, before going to the 
bishop for final approval. 


ITS 14 chapters cover: the pastoral 
and administrative organization of the 
diocese; the general religious and 
economic situation of the diocese; sacred 
liturgy, clergy and Religious and secular 
institutes; cooperation with the overseas 
missions; education, from basic catechesis 
through the college level and beyond, as 
well as the diocesan seminary; the laity; 
ecumenism, and relations with non- 
Christian religions and non-believers; 


justice and charity; and a number of 
“‘other’’ pastoral questions. 


A lot has happened to the Diocese of 
San Diego since the last quinquennial 
report was submitted to the Vatican. The 
diocese itself was established on July 11, 
1936, by taking the four southernmost 
counties of California out of the present 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles. But on July 
11, 1978, the two northern counties of the 
San Diego diocese were established by 
Pope Paul VI as the Diocese of San 
Bernardino (also includes Riverside

WASHINGTON (NC) — While 
public schools this fall begin responding 
to a barrage of critical reports, Catholic 
school educators are. considering the 
implications for their schools and the 
example they can set. 


Reports published by the National 
Commission on Excellence in Education, 
the States’ Task Force on Education for 
Economic Growth, the Twentieth 
Century Fund and John I. Goodlad of 
UCLA were all critical of public 
education. 


ONE REPORT said, ‘‘We have 
expected too little of our schools over the 
past two decades — and we have gotten 
too little.”’ 


On the other hand, Catholic schools 
have been getting good reports. A recent 
study on Catholic education, sponsored 
by the Chief Administrators of Catholic 
Education, said Catholic schools have 
clear goals which emphasize the 
development of character and 
community-building in addition to 
academic achievement. 


James Coleman, University of Chicago * 
sociologist, has reported that Catholic 
school students perform better on 
achievement tests. Father Andrew 
Greeley, priest-sociologist, found that 
Catholic secondary schools make a 
positive contribution to the education of 
minority students. 


IN APRIL the National Commission 
on Excellence in Education’s report, ‘‘A 
Nation At Risk,’’ said schools face ‘‘a 
rising tide of mediocrity’’ and called for 
rigorous academic standards, more 
substance in courses, longer school 
periods and upgraded teacher training to 
combat that tide.

Confession a must, 
says Card. Manning

SAN GABRIEL, Calif. (NC) — The 
Sacrament of reconciliation is the only 
way Catholics can expose their sins and 
receive God’s forgiveness, said Cardinal 
Timothy Manning of Los Angeles. 


“‘There are many people today who 
live in sin who argue that God 
understands, God will be merciful,’’ the 
cardinal said at a Mass at San Gabriel 
Mission. ‘‘There are others who say, ‘I 
don’t need and I don’t like to go into a 
dark box and confess my sins to man, to 
expose my soul there.’ ”’ 


‘*THEY REMAIN away for months, 
for years, for a lifetime because of that 
revulsion to confess sins to another 
human being. There is the affirmation 
that God understands that I can go out 
under the sky and I can confess my sins to 
God and be justified thereby. That is not 
the plan God left with His Ghurch.”’ 


In his homily in the 212-year-old 
mission, founded in 1771 by Father 
Junipero Serra, the cardinal said 
mankind is asked to face four realities 
during the Holy Year of the Redemption: 
the reality of sin, God’s overtures to 
reconciliation, God’s respect for man’s 
freedom and man’s response in 
conformity with the Church.

Briefs 
HOUSE DIVIDED — The 
percentage of American Catholics who 
oppose the 1973 Supreme Court decisions 
overturning most state restrictions on 
abortion has dropped until Catholics are 
almost evenly divided on the subject, 
according to Gallup Poll results. Today 
48 percent oppose the court abortion 
decisions while 47 support them. In 1981 
56 percent of U.S. Catholics opposed the 
decisions and 37 percent supported them. 


In 1974 they opposed the decisions by 
61-32 percent. 


TOO OLD? — The Vatican 
newspaper has’ supported an_ Italian 
couple, legally too old to adopt a child, in 
their decision to retain custody of their 
Venezuelan adopted daughter, even if it 
means starting a new life outside Italy. 
The couple left Rome for Venezuela after 
having spent a week in a waiting room of 
Rome’s airport with the less than one- 
year-old baby they adopted in Venezuela. 


U.N. MOVE — The United Nations 
Subcommission on Human Rights has 
prepared a wide-ranging proposal 
designed to ensure greater international 
recognition of the individual’s right to 
conscientious .objection to military 


service. After considering a proposal for . 


12 years, the subcommission meeting in 
Geneva, Switzerland, reported that 
nations should ‘extend the right of 
objection to persons whose conscience 
forbids them to take part in armed service 
under any circumstances. 


‘DIRTY WAR’. — The outgoing 
government of Argentina, fearing an 
Argentine Nuremberg, is drafting an 
amnesty law which would forgive 
members of the security forces for using 
“frontier justice’? in its ‘‘dirty war’’ 
against guerrillas. The armed forces want 
the law to be in effect before a civilian 
government takes office in January 1984 
to avoid possible persecution. 


‘FRIGHTENING’ — -The “most 
frightening aspect’’ of high 
unemployment is that Americans are 
getting used to it, Cardinal Joseph L. 
Bernardin of Chicago said in a Labor Day 
statement. He also labeled the 
feminization of poverty as ‘‘one of-the 
most serious’’ national problems. The 
2,300-word Labor Day message is the 
cardinal’s first Labor Day statement since 
he was installed in the Chicago See in 
Aug. 1982. 


CHANCE ‘MISSED’ — Poland’s 
Catholic bishops criticized the tough 
“‘special regulations’? enacted by the 
government in ending martial law and 
said authorities had missed the chance for 
a “‘national accord’’ provided by Pope 
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John Paul II’s visit to Poland in June. 
The bishops called for amnesty for those 
imprisoned under martial law, restoration 
of independent trade unions, rehiring 
workers fired for political views and for a 
government dialogue with workers and 
intellectuals ‘‘responding to their just 
aspirations.”’ : 


‘NO ONE SAFE’ — Although the new 
Guatemalan government ‘‘sounds. good 
for the Church,’’ no one in Guatemala, 
including the Catholic Church, is safe 
from violence, said Auxiliary Bishop J. 
Richard Ham of St. Paul-Minneapolis. 


Bishop Ham and three other bishops went 


‘to Guatemala on a fact-finding visit on 


behalf of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops. Guatemala has 
undergone a ‘‘complete militarization,”’ 
said Bishop Ham, who spent 21 years as a 
missionary in that Central American 
country. 


PLEA TO POPE — Thirty married 
priests from Spain, France, West 
Germany, the Netherlands and _ Italy 
asked Pope John Paul II to reintegrate

Missions circles: Ordinary ways, but extraordinary results

POINT LOMA — Bake sales, 
monthly breakfasts and quilt raffles sound 
like standard fundraising fare, but in 
‘some communities they have taken on 
added significance. 

Mission circles, small groups of 
parishioners dedicated to helping overseas 
missionaries, have used ordinary 
fundraising methods with extraordinary 
results. 

AT ST. AGNES parish, the mission 
circle faithfully sends a monthly $50 check 
to four different missionaries. Circle 


members earn the $200 a month by 
serving homemade continental breakfasts 
after Masses at the Point Loma church. 
Each year the circle holds a St. 
Patrick’s Day card party and an October 
bingo game just in case the breakfasts 


don’t bring in the monthly total needed. © 


“Until now, God has been with us and 
we’ve been able to fulfill’? the $200 
commitment, said Loraine Brown, co- 
chairman of the circle. 

The parish supports the 18-member 


group, she said. Msgr. Edward 
Creighton, the pastor, has given the 


group priority for the use of the hall and 
other meeting places. Parishioners attend 
the fundraisers ,and sometimes. give 
unsolicited donations.” : 


THE CIRCLE began five years ago 
when Wanda and Raul Fernandez 
“thought it would be a good idea to 
branch out (and) really be missionaries,”’ 
Mrs. Brown said. 


Couples, singles and widows have since 
joined the effort. In the process of earning 
money for missionaries, they’ve formed 
strong friendships within the group, she 
said.

PALA — A commitment to 
“strengthening the parish community 
and developing Christian leadership’’ led 
to the second annual retreat for high 
school students from St. Michael Church, 
Paradise Hills. About 90 youths in the 
ninth through 12th grades attended the 
weekend retreat held Aug. 26-28 at Camp 
Pala Rey. 


‘‘Part of our commitment to the parish 
is to have an annual retreat,’’ said 
Deacon James Roy, director of 
catechetical ministry. The parish has 
already put a deposit down for next year’s 
youth weekend near Oceanside. 


MEMBERS OF ACT (Active 
Christian Teens), the parish’s youth 
group, attended> Ninety-five percent of 
ACT members live within the parish 
borders, Deacon Roy estimated.

CIRCLE MEMBERS pray for and 
write letters to their missionaries who are 
working in Ireland, South Dakota, the 
Philippines and Columbia. 


A priest who accepts assistance from a 
mission circle must agree to correspond 
with the group, said Sister Kathleen 
Corbett, CSJ, mission circle director of 
the Holy Childhood Association. ‘‘People 
need to get some reinforcement that their 
money is being spent for a good cause,”’ 
she said. 


There are six ‘‘very active’’ mission 
circles and a few others with less vitality, 
Sister Kathleen said. ‘“The dream is to 
have a mission circle in each parish,’’ she 
added. 


THE MISSION circle at St. Pius X in 
Chula Vista began its moneymaking 
efforts with dinner dances and quilt 
raffles. But now, monthly bake sales have 
proved to be the ‘‘easiest’’ and they ‘‘do 
well,’’ Joseph Buttitta, treasurer of the 
10-member circle, said. 


At first, St. Pius’ circle sent funds to an 
Ensenada mission ‘church run by Father 
J. Raymond Moore, now the pastor of St. 
John of the Cross Church in Lemon 
Grove. : 


When the circle formed in 1974, 
members hoped to earn $1,000 a year, 
but they have averaged about $1,500 
yearly. Last year they sent $2,000 to the 
Society for the Propagation of the Faith, 
money the Society forwarded to the 
orphanage, Buttitta said. 


THE CIRCLE meets for an hour each 
month. Members spend 15 minutes with 
“‘spiritual’’ concerns — prayer or Bible 
reading — _ followed by a business 
conference and then a brief social where 
they ‘‘make a little community,’’ Buttitta 
said.

Sisters today 
For the outgoing president of the the Leadership 


Conference of Women Religious — the largest 
organization of major superiors of women Religious in the 
United States — ‘‘public witness’’ is the key to the identity 
of Sisters in this country: 

Public witness that involves ministries to the needy, the 
sick, the uneducated and the oppressed is more important 
than what the Sisters wear and how they seek to form 
community. From the reports of their annual meeting 
in mid-August in Baltimore, that seems to be the thinking 
of most of the major superiors. 

They seemed to concede that for some Sisters, especially 
those in foreign missions, the traditional garb of women 
Religious is helpful for ‘‘identity, credibility and at times, 
safety,’’ but they have clearly indicated that most Sisters in 
the United States have ‘‘gotten out of the habit’’ to stay. 


What came through at this assembly — on the question 
of habits and other issues — was the strength and purpose 
of these women. __ 

Not only do they present a very potent impression that 
they know ‘‘what they are about,’’ they do not shy away 
from their spiritual and theological underpinnings. De- 
spite the fact that they are still being charged with having 
abandoned the traditional habit, they are very much 
‘religious women’’ and very much a part of the 20th 
century Catholicism in this country. 

They are not reluctant to confront those in authority on 
questions they deem debatable. Communication and 
dialogue are very much a part of their collective approach 
to lifestyle, involvement and ministry. 


It was pointed out at the assembly that women Religious 
have been influenced by the women’s movement in the 
United States and that, as a result, women Religious have 
developed a new awareness of their gifts, their talents and 
their power to be heard and recognized. 

Certainly the appearance in Baltimore of Archbishop 
John Quinn, who heads the papally-appointed commission 
on Religous life in the United States, confirms the growing 
influence of American women Religious. 

At one time, it may have been true. that Sisters were 
frustrated — if not embittered — by their ‘‘second class’’ 
status in the Church. However, it would appear this is no 
longer the case. They have become aware of the crucial role 
they play in the Church and how much leadership they 
have assumed in the Church’s effort to renew itself and to 
become internally reconciled. 


In effect, the American women Religious have taken on 
a prophetic dimension and their place in the Church can no 
longer be taken lightly or for granted. 

As one of the speakers at the LCWR assembly said: 
‘*The Second Vatican Council is history and we have been 
transformed by that time of grace. The raising of women’s 
consciousness has raised our own and we cannot deny what 
we know.”’ 

The Sisters today — to a great extent — not only cannot 
deny what they know, they cannot deny what they are and 
hope to be.

Has the time come for the 
establishment of full diplomatic relations 
between the United States and the Holy 
See? Some in Congress may think so, but 
the proposal seems to be generating little 
enthusiasm or discussion anywhere else. 


That in itself is a major change from 
previous years, when proposals to lift a 
U.S. ban on Vatican relations drew loud 
protests from church-state separationists. 
But despite the muted opposition not 
many people are coming out in support of 
the proposal either. 


The mid-summer announcement that 
Congress was considering lifting the 
Vatican relations ban had all the 
markings of a typical trial balloon. 
Someone floats a potentially controversial 
proposal, then sees how long the idea 
actually flies. 


In this case Rep. Clement Zablocki 
(D-Wis.), chairman of the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, introduced the bill on 
Vatican relations in late June. Two weeks 
later sources on Zablocki’s staff and at the 
State Department who asked not to be 
identified began testing the waters by 
telling reporters that the Reagan 
administration would favor passage of 
such a bill. 


But publication of the story brought 
less than the expected public outcry. 
Whereas President Harry Truman’s plan 
in 1951 to appoint an ambassador to the 
Holy See barely got off the ground, this 
latest proposal drew little immediate 
notice from either the media or the groups 
that could be expected to oppose such a 
plan. 


Almost three weeks later a similar bill 
was introduced in the Senate. Its chief 
sponsor, Sen. Richard G. Lugar 
(R-Ind.), called the Vatican under Pope 
John Paul II ‘‘a sensitive diplomatic 
center’. and said U.S.-Vatican relations 
need more than just the personal 
representative that U.S. presidents have 
been sending to Rome in recent years. 
(The current representative is a longtime 
Reagan friend, William Wilson.) — 


Both bills received broad bipartisan - 


support. Zablocki’s measure was co- 
sponsored by 15 Democratic and 10 
Republican members of his foreign affairs 
panel, while Lugar’s received the co- 
sponsorship of 19 senators whose 
ideologies range from Sen. Jesse Helms 
(R-N.C.) to Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
(D-Mass. ). 

Ironically, Kennedy’s brother John, 
first Catholic president of the United 
States, opposed diplomatic relations with 
the Vatican on church-state grounds and 
refused to send a personal representative. 


As expected one of the chief opponents 
is Americans United for Separation of 
Church and State, which said formal 
U.S.-Vatican links would constitute 
favoritism for one religion and lead to 
entanglement between American civil 
government and a religious entity. 


Also still opposed to the move is the 
National Council of Churches, the 
association of 32 national Protestant and 
Eastern Orthodox denominations. The 
Rev. Dean M. Kelley, the NCC’s 
director for religious and civil liberty, said 
Aug. 31 the organization has been 
opposed to sending an ambassador to the 
Vatican since the Truman administration 
and added that the NCC ‘‘doesn’t see 
anything particularly new and different’’ 
in the latest proposal. 


The proposal isn’t getting a whole lot of 
Catholic support either, despite Pope 
John Paul’s stated desire for official ties 
with all countries of the world. Countries 
with which the Vatican has formal 
relations now number more than 100. 


The U.S. Catholic bishops continue to 
neither support nor oppose the Vatican 
link, says Russell Shaw, the bishops’ chief 
spokesman. Shaw said the bishops have 
no plan to discuss the issue at the Sept. 
13-15 meeting of their Administrative 
Committee.

Schedule for Austrian trip 


VATICAN CITY(NC) — Pope John Paul II’s trip to Austria 
is designed to highlight the Katholikentag (Catholic Day), the 
culmination of a year-long program of study and spiritual 
reflection by the nation’s more than 6 million Catholics. 


According to the schedule for the Sept. 10-13 trip released by 
the Vatican Press Office, the key event will be a Sunday morning 
papal Mass Sept. 11 in Vienna’s Danube Park. 


The Mass is scheduled to be celebrated at a 297-acre site 
overlooking the Danube River, the nation’s capital and the 
Vienna Woods. Catholicism is the majority religion among 
Austria’s 7.5 million people. 


The program calls for the pope to deliver between 15 and 20 
talks to a variety of groups. These include migrant workers, 
many of them from Turkey, and Polish refugees, many of whom 
arrived after the imposition of martial law in their homeland in 
December 1981. 


Also scheduled is a Vespers service on Sept. 10 with bishops 
from throughout Western and Eastern Europe. 


On the opening evening of the trip, the pope will meet with 
thousands of Austrian youths in Vienna’s main soccer stadium. 


Included on the pope’s program is a meeting at Vienna’s 
Hofburg Palace with President Rodolf Kirschlaeger, a Catholic, 
and other representatives of Austria’s government. 


All of the events of the four-day. program are scheduled for 
Vienna, except for a visit on the closing day to the Marian shrine 
at Mariazell, 78 miles to the south. 


At Mariazell the pope will celebrate a Mass for Austrian 
priests, Religious and seminarians. He also plans to visit the 
tomb of Hungarian Cardinal Jozsef Mindszenty, who died in 
Austria in 1975. The cardinal had been exiled from his homeland 
by Communist authorities. 


Pope John Paul II’s visit to Austria will be his 20th trip outside 
Italy since assuming the papacy. His first visit as pontiff was to 
Mexico Jan. 25-Feb. 1, 
Lourdes, France, this past rau 14-15. His other visits have 
taken him to Africa, Asia, Latin America and several European 
countries.

There is a saying in the Talmud that goes: “‘We do not 
see things as they are, but as we are.’’ It is one of those. 
simple truths that will change our lives — if we let it — 
and start us on a search for truth that will fill a lifetime. It 
also explains the great diversity of ways in which we 
human beings perceive each other and, which is very 
different and yet very much the same, the way we see 
God. 


It is always fascinating to listen to discussions or gossip 
about some unfortunate person — particularly in parish 
communities where the subject is quite likely to be the 
pastor — and realize that the comments do not so much 
reflect the one under judgement as the person passing it! 
We can learn a considerable amount about the fears and 
goals of people if we listen to what they say about other

THIS INVOLVES looking behind what they say to 
why they say it and behind the apparent to what may lie 
hidden and either darkening or illuminating their vision. 
We can learn a lot about ourselves in the same way. What 
lurking angers, resentments and even hatreds might 
crouch beneath the self-conscious virtue of those of us who 
are so ready to judge, condemn and reject the 
unfortunates we consider to be sinners or who do not 
conform to what we discern as good? What lack is there in 
those of us who see strength in what is violent and

destructive or compassion in what is only permissiveness 
and weakness? 


We read the Scriptures and come up with ideas of who 
God is and what Jesus of Nazareth was that are as diverse 
as we are. Those of us who are alike and so think alike will 
agree up to a point and probably close our ranks against 
opposing opinions. We look at a man like Gandhi or a 
‘woman like mother Teresa and call them saints and in 
categorizing them we lose the essence of who they are. But 
for us, such categorization works — it places them beyond 
our reach and, in a sense, nullifies the message their lives 
offer us. 


If we saw them as they are, in all the simple truth of 
their nonconformity to our romantic ideals, the challenge 
of their lives would not let us rest. If we could see Jesus as 
He is, that unconditional love and forgiveness would 
break our hearts so that we would die and have to struggle 
into birth again with new hope and new life. 


IF WE SAW things as they are and not as we want 
them to be, we would understand that the compassion and 
acceptance of Jesus was not a universal tolerance. He had 
some very hard sayings for His followers, uncomfortable, 
self-relinquishing demands that sat uneasily on them. 
Gandhi, following in the footsteps of the man of Nazareth 
and loving Him, had some very hard sayings for his 
followers, things that cut through their caste and privilege 
‘and cherished belief. Mother Teresa imposes an iron 
discipline on her followers and those unable to sustain it

are free to leave. It is all not the stuff romances are made 
of, but it is what reality is. 


There are many things we prefer not to see in those we 
make our heroes, whoever they may be, because they do 
not suit our needs as we understand them, and so, a great 
deal of the time, we allow ourselves to be deluded. 
Someone once said, ‘‘Tell me who your heroes are and I 
will tell you who you are,” but it seems we should go a 
little further and say, ‘‘Tell me who your heroes are and 
why and you will show me who you are.”’ 


. MOST OF US have been attracted to certain public or 
historical figures at one time or another and tracing the 
evolution of our hero worship can tell us some surprising 
things about ourselves. What was it, for instance, that 
drew me from youthful adulation of Julius Caesar and 
Napoleon Bonaparte to an engrossing passion for an 
English clergyman called Edward Wilson, a scientist, poet 
and artist who died with Scott at the South Pole, ora wild 
excitement for an only partly comprehended Teilhard de 
Chardin? What was it that caused all the great heroes to 
fade into dimness in the light of the One Tremendous 
Lover? 


We do not see things as they are, but by considering 
how we see them we can, in time, come to see ourselves as 
we are and recognize where our needs truly lie. And that 
is a tremendous step to a clear perception of what is.

Test tube babies — 


One of the most highly celebrated and revolutionary 
explosions has been the scientific breakthrough of in vitro 
fertilization. In vitro fertilization (commonly called simply 
a test tube baby) presents an extremely serious question 
which raises issues at various levels: e.g., medical, moral, 
sexual, parental, legal. 


Serious public discussion is called for regarding in vitro 
fertilization, as the crucial issue is ethical. The reason for 
this is that the introduction of sophisticated technology 
into the fertilization-pregnancy process touches 
sensitively on some basic human values: parenthood, the 
family, human sexuality and personal identity. 


IT IS A medical/scientific and moral fact that a 
Pandora’s box of medical technology has sprung open, 
and along with the good which may emerge from it comes 
a host of questions about’ our traditional values 
concerning birth, life and death. 


- On July 25, 1978, world attention was focused on 
Oldham, a town in northwest England. On this date at 
the District General Hospital, Lesley Brown gave birth to 
a baby girl, the result of fertilization in vitro of one of 
Leslie’s ova with the sperm of her husband, Gilbert John 
Brown. This birth came about through the scientific 
efforts of Dr. Patrick Steptoe and physiologist Robert 
Edwards. 


When Louise Brown was born, her mother said the 


remember only Philip Potter’s criticism of ‘‘the heresy of 
magisterial authority and power in the Church.’’ What 
Potter had intended as a warning against the 
‘concentration of power in the life of the churches’ in 
general, Meeking seemed to interpret as a put-down of 
the hierarchical churches of Rome and Constantinople in 
particular. ‘‘One’s ecclesiology determines one’s 
Christology,’’ Meeking explained. 


Later on, this Catholic voice at Vancouver articulated 
some of my own enthusiasm over what was happening in 
the Assembly proceedings. Msgr. Meeking commended 
the World Council for an Assembly that was ‘‘extremely 
well-run,’’ and for presentations on the theme, “‘Tesus 
Christ — the Life of the World,’’ which he termed 
‘‘positive.’’ 


Of great interest to me — a Missouri Synod Lutheran 
— was Basil Meeking’s assessment of the ‘‘Lima’’ agreed 
statement on ‘‘Baptism, Eucharist and Ministry,” 
presented to the 301 member churches at Vancouver for 
their official response. Meeking was emphatic: ‘‘...it is a 
very, very significant step that has been taken. It’s an 
achievement of Faith and Order (the theology and 
doctrine commission of the WCC)...It means we are at a 


next morning that ‘‘When I first saw my daughter, I 
thought of all the times I had looked into baby carriages 
being pushed by other women and yearned to have a child 
of my own.”’ ; ; 

MRS. BROWN further remarked that ‘‘We haven’t 
yet decided what or when we will tell Louise about the 
unique way she was conceived. It’s all a long way off. And 
Dr. Steptoe and Dr. Edwards have told us that, by the 
time Louise is old enough ‘to understand, then there will 
be lots of happy, healthy test tube babies in the world, and 
nobody will think them any different or believe there is 
anything unusual about them.”’ 

A final but important comment was then made by Mrs. 
Brown: ‘‘I know that all birth is a miracle, but I feel that I 
am the center of a very special miracle, and it seems 
wonderful to me that I’m just an ordinary person...Life 
has been very wonderful to me. Louise is our gift from 
God.”’ 

After the birth Dr. Edwards remarked, ‘‘The last time 
I saw that baby it was just eight cells in a test tube. It was 
beautiful then and it is still beautiful now.” 


ALONG WITH the pivotal issue of the parents’ need 
and right to have children is the equally major right for 
children to always feel accepted by their parents as a 
divine gift to be loved for what they uniquely are: children 
do not exist primarily to fulfill the needs of parents rather 
than for their own sake. 


new phase...in the ecumenical movement. We have to 
respond to the challenge of this document.”’ 


SPEAKING AS a representative of the Vatican, he 
then outlined the process already begun in dealing with 
the ‘‘Baptism, Eucharist and Ministry’’ text throughout 
the Catholic world. It has been sent to all bishops’ 
conferences. They are asked to seek an appropriate 
response from their theological faculties, seminaries and 
ecumenical commissions. These comments will be 
coordinated and compiled by the Secretariat for Christian 
Unity, and then reported to the Commission on Faith and 
Order of the World Council of Churches. A world 
conference on Faith and Order is planned for 1987 or 
1988, and another WCC Assembly is already scheduled 
for 1990 or 1991. * 


The Catholic observers came to Vancouver without a 
vote, but not without an influential voice. They, together 
with their colleagues and many others who identify with 
the one, holy, catholic and apostolic Church worldwide, 
are engaged in an ongoing quest for a united fellowship in 
Christ as residents of God’s house of living stones.

There is no doubt that God wishes to share with us His 
creative power. The moral question stands, however, as 
to whether or not we are capable of using this power. well. 
Leslie Brown surely felt that God’s creative power was 
used well in her case.

But when we 
discovered that all was working well and I was pregnant, 
we just had to pray to God to give our thanks. It seemed 
right and natural. 


WHEN LOUISE was born, Albino Luciani, who later ~ 


became Pope John Paul I, said in an interview, ‘‘I extend 
the warmest wishes to the English girl. As for the parents, 
I have no right to condemn them.’’ He then added: 


‘Progress is a great thing, but not all progress is good 
for man. Will not science bear the appearance of the 
Sorcerer’s Apprenitice, who. scatters’ mighty forces 
without, however, being able to.dam or dominate them? 
Could there not be danger of a new industry arising, that 
of manufacture of children? The individual conscience 
must always be followed, but the individual must make an 
effort to have a well-formed conscience. Conscience, 
indeed, does not have the duty of creating law, but of 
informing itself first on what the law of God dictates.”’ 


The burden of these articles will be to discern as well as 
possible if in vitro fertilization represents progress ‘‘good 
for'man.’’ 
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The States’ Task Force and the 
Twentieth Century Fund reports 
disagreed on the role of the federal 
government in education but agreed on 
the need to attract and keep good 
teachers, especially in the areas of 
mathematics and science. 


Changes made by public schools in 
curricula and in school calendars: to 
respond to these reports will have an 
effect on private schools, Charles J. 
O’Malley, executive assistant for private 
education in the U.S. Department of 
Education, believes. ‘‘I think private 
schools will get right in step,’’ as public 
schools switch to longer school days or a 
longer school year, he said.

In a world where moral laxity 
sometimes appears to pervade, chastity 
has become almost an antiquated 
virtue.

activities; and a marriage tribunal which, 
during the quinquennium period, opened 
2,171 formal cases, issued 67 Pauline 
privilege and 91 ligamen decrees (an 


existing former marriage invalidating an — 


attempted second marriage), and 1,549 
decrees of nullity due to lack of form 
(Marriage outside the Church without 
proper dispensation). 

The health of the Catholic faith in the 
diocese occupies the central section of the 
‘‘The doctrinal problems 
experienced in the diocese reflect the 
doctrinal concerns and issues common 
throughout the United States,’’ says the 
quinquennial, ‘‘...and most of the 
difficulty arises from an inadequate 
understanding of the Church and her 
official teaching.”’ 

The “‘renewal of interest in reading 
and studying the Bible’’ has surfaced two 
conflicting tendencies, notes the report. 
On the one hand, while parish Bible study 
groups ‘‘are generally well supervised and 


guided,’’ the ‘‘heavy fundamentalist — 


‘influence’’ locally ean result in a too- 
literal interpretation of Scripture in a 
‘fundamentalist manner.”’ ‘ 


ON THE other hand, notes the report, 
there ‘‘is an opposite tendency among 
more traditional Catholics who are 
suspicious and critical of modern 
Scriptural scholarship.”’ 


Matters of dogma ‘‘involve primarily 
the proper interpretation and 
implementation of the teachings of the 
Second Vatican. Council.’’ Liturgical 
reforms have been ‘‘properly and 
successfully introduced,’’ says the report, 


_ but it takes note of a ‘‘very conservative, 


traditionalist minority who have not 
wholeheartedly accepted the Second 
Vatican Council’s call to renewal.”’ 


The major difficulties of a doctrinal 
‘nature experienced in the diocese relate to 
matters of moral theology, states the 
quinquennial. The issues are: 
homosexuality, divorce and remarriage, 
artificial birth control and abortion, 
immigration and nuclear weapons. — 


NOTED IN the quinquennial report is 
‘‘Dignity...which purports to be a 
Catholic organization representing 
homosexual Catholics. The leadership of 
this organization has sought diocesan 
sanction and support. Because of its 
stated goal to win Church approval of 
homosexual activity, however, the 


’ Ordinary has steadfastly refused to grant 


‘Dignity’ official recognition through the 
appointment of chaplains. Nevertheless, 
the Ordinary has taken measures to 
assure that homosexual Catholics will be 
ministered to and properly counselled on 
the parish level.’’ 


**Abortion, as a radical means of birth 

control, remains a scourge in our society 
and a moral problem...compounded by 
‘questions raised by women’s rights 
groups and the general erosion in the 
medical profession’s respect for life and 
other moral values,’’ states the report.

Peace pastoral will be factor in ’84 elections 


NEW YORK (NC). — The U.S. 
bishops’ pastoral letter on war and peace 
will be a factor in the 1984 presidential 
election, according to Father J. Bryan 
Hehir, the U.S. Catholic Conference’s 
director for international justice and 
peace. ls 

“I think the bishops’ letter will help 
keep the nuclear question before the 
American public as one of the central 
issues by which any candidate or party 
ought to be judged, and in that sense I 
think it will have an impact on the 
election,’’ Father Hehir said. 


THE NATIONAL Conference of , 


Catholic Bishops approved a pastoral 
letter on war and peace, The Challenge of 
Peace: God’s Promise and Our 


- Responsibility, ’? May 2 and 3 in Chicago. 


Father Hehir noted three factors had 
prompted. the American bishops to 
endorse a letter which challenges 
fundamental assumptions of U.S. 
strategic planning: 

® The bishops had been influenced 
by the teachings of popes from Pius XII to 
John Paul II that provide a ‘‘persistent, 
indeed a rising crescendo’’ on the ‘‘folly 


of the arms race’’; 


e The bishops decided to look at the 
nuclear weapons issue from the point of 
the specific responsibility of a hierarchy in 
one of the two nuclear superpowers; and 


e Believers and the U.S. public in 
general had looked to the Church for 


answers. 


The ‘‘multi-dimensional process’’ that 
produced the bishops’ pastoral letter 
crystalized with the growing public 
realization that ‘‘the arms race was 
headed in a more dangerous direction,’’ 
Father Hehir stated. 


PRESIDENT REAGAN’S election 
and fundamentalist religious forces did 
not contribute significantly to the bishops’ 
decision in 1980 to tackle the question of 
nuclear weapons, he added: 

Shortly after Reagan took office, 
however, he said, ‘‘there were some 
careless statements about nuclear 


~weapons’’ that ‘‘enhanced the anxiety of 


the bishops.”’ 

But ‘‘the November ’80 meeting would 
have gone ahead no matter who had been 
elected,’’ he said. 


TO A QUERY about who will decide 
at what point disarmament is so far out of 
reach that deterrence has to be jettisoned 
as a policy, Father Hehir responded that 
“‘there is no simple grid’’ to decide when 
deterrent policies become intolerable. 


In the pastoral the bishops concluded 
that deterrence is morally defensible only 
as a transition to disarmament. 


‘‘One purpose of that judgment is to 
highlight the unsatisfactory nature of our 
present security and therefore ‘to resist 
efforts at being complacent with the state 
of deterrence,’’ Father Hehir continued. 

‘‘THE BISHOPS want to resist the 
argument that because it’s worked for 38 
years one can be entirely confident that 
it’s going to work for the next 38,’’ he 
said. 


“They want to challenge that by 
talking about it as a_ transitional 
strategy,’’ he added.

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Reject female priesthood, pope tells U.S. bishops 


‘Uphold Church doctrine 
at risk of unpopularity’

CASTELGANDOLFO, Italy (NC) — In a strongly 
worded message, Pope John Paul II told U.S. bishops 
Sept. 5 to reject the idea of women priests and to 
withdraw support from any group or individual 
advocating a female priesthood. 


The bishops were also told to be faithful to Church 


doctrine at the risk of being unpopular. 


THE POPE coupled his opposition to a female 
priesthood with support for the dignity of women. Bishops 
should work for ‘‘every legitimate freedom that is 
consonant with their human nature and_ their 
womanhood,’’ and ‘‘to oppose any and all discrimination 
of women by reason of sex,’ he said. 


The pope’s words came in a half-hour talk delivered in 
English to 23 U.S. bishops who were making their ad 
limina visits at Castelgandolfo, the pope’s summer 
headquarters. 


‘‘The bishop must give proof of his pastoral ability and 
leadership by withdrawing all support from individuals or 
groups who, in the name of progress, justice or 
compassion, or for any other reason, promote the 
ordination of women to the priesthood,’’ the pope said. 


THE EXCLUSION of women from the priesthood, 
the pontiff said, ‘‘is linked to Christ’s own design for the 
priesthood.”’ 


Previously, Pope John Paul had said that women may 
not be ordained because Christ, faced with the possibility 
of chosing women to be priests, did not do so and the 
practice of the Church of today must model that of its 
founder. 

In 1977 the Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of 
the Faith issued a formal declaration, approved by Pope 
Paul VI, stating that women could not be admitted to the 


priesthood. The declaration did not, however, take a 
stand on the ordination of women to the diaconate. 


IN THE United States, a major group promoting 
women priests. is the Women’s Ordination Conference 
and it recently completed a four-year dialogue with an ad 
hoc committee of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. The NCCB committee did not support women 
priests, but Bishop Michael F. McAuliffe of Jefferson 
City, Mo., chairman of the committee, urged the bishops 
to study the possibility of ordaining women as deacons. 


On Sept. 5 the pope also asked bishops to stress other . 


Church beliefs, even if they are controversial and 
unpopular. 


~ A bishop ‘‘will proclaim without fear or ambiguity the 
many controverted truths of our age,’’ said the pontiff. 
‘‘He will proclaim them with pastoral love, in terms that 
will never unnecessarily offend or alienate his hearers, but 
he will proclaim them clearly, because he knows the 
liberating quality of truth.” 


THE BISHOPS were told to proclaim the Gospel “in 
all its purity and power, with all its demands.” 


This includes proclaiming the indissolubility of 
marriage, ‘‘the incompatibility of premarital sex and 
homosexual activity with God’s plan for human love’’ 
and ‘‘the unpopular truth that artificial birth control is 
against God’s law,”’ the pope said. 

He also asked the bishops to defend the rights of the 
unborn, the weak, the handicapped, the old and the poor. 


WHILE OPPOSING homosexual activity and 
premarital sex, a bishop ‘‘will at the same time, with all 
his strength, try to assist those who are faced with difficult 
moral choices,’’ the pope added. 


The authenticity of Church teaching does not depend 
on a popular vote, the pope said. 


‘The bishop proclaims the Gospel of salvation not asa 
human consensus but as a divine revelation,’’ the pope 
added. : 


THE BISHOP, said the pope, ‘‘must accept the 
consequences of the fact that he is, with Jesus Christ, a 
sign of contradiction’’ and must “‘announce to the young 
and the old, to the rich and the poor, to the powerful and 
the weak the fullness of truth, which sometimes irritates 
and offends, even if it always liberates.’’ — 


In so doing, added the pope, ‘‘the bishop will be called 
upon over and over again to accept criticism and to admit 
failure in obtaining a consensus of doctrine acceptable to 
everyone.” : 


‘‘The renewal willed by the Second Vatican Council,”’ 
said the pontiff, ‘‘depends on the ministry of bishops,”’ 
meaning that a bishop must be a man who “‘expresses to 
all individuals and groups of whatever tendency — with a 
universal charity. — the love of the good shepherd.”’ 


THE LOVE of a bishop must extend to every person 
in need, said the pope and, in a special way, to his priests 
in a love of ‘‘a friendship that knows how to communicate 
esteem, and through warm human exchange can help a 
brother priest even rise from moments of 
discouragement, sadness or dejection.”’ 


Bishops are also called to be “‘teachers of prayer’’ to the 
faithful of their dioceses, the pope said. 


Bishops should also use prayer in the selection of new 
bishops, said the pope, assuring themselves that such 
candidates are ‘‘teachers of the faith as it is proclaimed by 
the magisterium (teaching authority) of the Church. 


THE VISIT was one of several taking place this year 
by groups of U.S. bishops. In April the pope spoke to the 
bishops of New -York State, urging them to encourage 
people to greater fidelity to the sacrament of penance, the 
agenda topic for the upcoming World Synod of Bishops to 
convene in Rome next month. :

Pope asks Jesuits to be ‘contemplatives in action’

ROME (NC) — Pope John Paul II, the first pope to 
celebrate Mass in the Rome headquarters of the Society of 

Jesus, opened the 33rd general congregation of the Jesuits 
by asking them to be ‘“contemplatives in action’’ and to 
promote ecumenism and social justice. 

He added that the Jesuits’ special vow of obedience to 
the pope was not meant to restrain their actions, but to 
provide them with ‘‘a sphere of action that is more 
profound and more vast.”’ 

THE POPE’S words came during an early morning 
Mass Sept. 2 opening the meeting which will elect a new 
superior general to succeed the ailing 75-year-old Basque 
Jesuit, Father Pedro Arrupe, who is resigning as head of 
the 26,000-member order. 

Welcoming the pope to the Jesuit headquarters, 500 
yards from the Vatican, was 82-year-old Jesuit Father 
Paolo Dezza, whom the pope had designated as his 
personal delegate to run the order after Father Arrupe 
suffered a stroke in 1981 and to prepare it for the present 
meeting. 

Speaking for nearly 10 minutes in Latin without a text, 
Father Dezza said that soon after founding the order in 
the 16th century, St. Ignatius of Loyola came to Rome to 
ask Pope Paul III how his men might best’ serve the 
pontiff. 


“WE TOO, in our day,”’ said Father Dezza, ‘‘come as 
their successors...We aproach Your Holiness for 
instructions and a mission.”’ 

Pope John Paul responded by preaching a 37-minute 
homily in four languages — Italian, French, English and 
Spanish — in which he charted the outlines of a program 
for the renewal of the largest Catholic religious order. 

Delegates to the meeting, which is expected to last more 
than a month, are scheduled to formulate guidelines for 
the order’s worldwide activity. 

CALLING THE Jesuits a ‘‘great family,’’ the pontiff 
highlighted their contributions to the Church over four 
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centuries as men ‘‘committed to the glory of God and the 
sanctification of mankind, even in the most difficult 
fields.’’ : 

He asked them to be ‘‘a society of contemplatives in 
action, endeavoring in everything to see, know and 
experience Christ, so as to love Him and make Him 
loved.”’ 


The pope asked the 220 Jesuit delegates to bear in mind 
the recommendations made by himself and_ his 
predecessors, Pope Paul VI and Pope John Paul I, to 
adapt to the ‘‘spiritual necessities of the present day’’ the 
traditional apostolates, and to foster the cause of 
eccumenism and the tailoring of Christianity to fit various 
cultures. ’ 


ALWAYS, SAID the pope, inculturation must be 
performed with an equal commitment to preserving 
Catholic doctrine. 


The pontiff called on the Jesuits to be promoters of 
social justice and world peace, though he advised that 
‘this action must be exercised in conformity with your 
vocation as Religious and priests, without confusing the 
tasks proper to priests with those that are proper to lay 
people.”’ 

Speaking of the special vow of obedience of the Jesuits, 
a tradition by which many of the priests choose to make a 
special oath of allegiance to the pope, the pontiff said that 
‘it certainly does not tend to restrain generosity, but only 
tends to ensure a sphere of action that is more profound 
and more vast.”’ 


THE POPE also called for lives of mortification, so 
that ‘‘the austerity of poor and simple living might be the 
sign that your sole treasure is Christ.”’ 
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‘‘The Church has always considered your society as a 
group of Religious, prepared spiritually and doctrinally, 
who are ready to do what is asked of them in the context of 
the Church’s universal mission of evangelization.’’ 


To Father Arrupe, who sat in the sanctuary throughout 
the Mass, the pope expressed his ‘‘gratitude for having 
continued to sustain the society with his example, with his 
prayer, with his sufferings.”’ 


BEFORE BECOMING ppartially. paralyzed by a 

_ stroke in 1981, Father Arrupe had asked the pope to be 

allowed to become the first Jesuit in history to resign as 

superior general. But he acceded to the pontiff’s request 
that he continue as head of the order. 


A touching moment in the Mass came when the aging 
and ailing general walked haltingly to the altar, assisted 
by a priest, to receive the sign of peace from the pope. 


Father Arrupe, his face radiant with a wide and 
peaceful smile, was wrapped in a warm embrace by the 
broad-shouldered pontiff. 


The pope, Father Dezza and 55-year-old Italian Father 
Joseph Pittau, chosen by the pope two years ago to assist - 
Father Dezza in readying the order for their 
congregation, were the principal concelebrants. 
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Marine son dead 


Family clings to its faith 


HENRIETTA, N.Y. (NC) — It is 
only by my ‘“‘faith in God that I’m living. 
through all this,’’ Helen Ortega said. . 


Mrs. Ortega is the mother of Marine 
Staff Sgt. Alexander Ortega Jr., 25. She 
was told Aug. 29 that her son had been 
killed that day in a mortar attack in 
Beirut, Lebanon. 


SGT. ORTEGA and his friend, 2nd 
Lt. Donald G. Losey, 28, of Winston 
Salem, N.C., were the first members of 
the U.S. peace-keeping troops to be killed 
since the international forces assembled 
there last summer. 


(Two more U.S. Marines were killed 
earlier this week, and civilian casualties in 
Beirut have been heavy.) 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The 
Vatican’s Congregation for the doctrine 
of the Faith has condemned as ‘‘abolutely 
incompatible with the faith’’ any view 
holding that the Eucharist can be 
celebrated without a_ sacramentally 
ordained priest. The condemnation, in 
the form of a letter to the world’s bishops, 
seemed to be directed chiefly at the views 
expressed in the recent book, Minstry: 
Leadership in the Community of Jesus 
Christ. The letter did not, however, cite 

' Father Schillebeeckx or any other 
theologians by name as proponents of the 
condemned views. ‘‘Since it is of the very 
nature of the Church that the power to 
consecrate the Eucharist is imparted only 
to the bishops and priests who are 
constituted its ministers by the reception 
of Holy Orders, the Church holds that the 
eucharistic mystery cannot be celebrated 
in any community except by an ordained 
priest,’’ says the document. 


Mrs. Ortega and her husband, 
Alexander, are members of Henrietta’s 
Good Shepherd Parish. They held a press 
conference at the parish school with 10 
other family members Aug. 30. 


MRS. ORTEGA, a confirmation class 
teacher and member of the parish choir, 
spoke often of prayer, of faith, of devotion 
to duty and of peacefulness and charity. 


She read a letter from her son, the last, 
in which he decribed the death and 
suffering in Beirut, asking his mother to 
continue her prayers and asking himself 
“‘why God lets it go on and on.”’ 


A few hours after they learned of their 
son’s death, the Ortegas were called by 
President Reagan. 


AT THE press conference the Ortegas 
were asked if they were satisfied with what 
the president had told them of the U.S. 
presence in Lebanon. 


Mrs. Ortega said, ‘‘In one way, yes, in 
another, no.’’ Her husband said, ‘‘No, I 
am not. I won’t rest in peace until these 
boys are out of there, because part of me 
is lost.”’ 


(Speaking from his ranch in Santa 
Barbara, Calif., President Reagan said 
the death of the two Marines has not 
caused an immediate change in the size or 
mission of American forces in Lebanon.) 


THE ORTEGAS were not sure at the 
time when their son’s body would be back 
in the United States, and plans for the 
funeral and memorial services were 
pending. 

Sgt. Ortega would most likely be 
buried outside Allentown, Pa., they said, 
where his wife, Robin, and his two-year- 
old daughter will live with her family. 
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Theater owners want lower R-rated age 


~HOLLYWOOD, Calif. (NC) — The 
National Association of Theater Owners 


is seeking to lower the age of 


unsupervised admission to R-rated films, 
according to Variety, the Hollywood- 
based entertainment newspaper. 


- Currently anyone under 17 years of age 
must be accompanied by an adult in order 
to see movies with an R rating. The 
theater owners are asking the Code and 
Rating Administration, comprised of 
independent distributors, to lower that 
age to 16. 


THE R RATING is the most adult 
and permissive under the classification 
code short of an X. 


According to Variety, the owners’ chief 
argument is that it is unrealistic to force 
16-year-olds to be accompanied by an 
parent or guardian when they are able to 
obtain driver’s licenses at the same age. 


Before a final decision is reached, the 
Code and Rating Administration will 
seek input from the Catholic Film Office 
and the Protestant Film Commission. 


A FORMAL vote on the reform is 
unlikely, Variety reports. The decision 
most likely will be reached by consensus 
among the theater owners, members of 
the Motion Picture Association of 
America and the Code and Rating 
Administration.

Confession a ‘must,’ says Card. Manning

“In our world today and in our 
culture, we have, by and large, dispensed 
with any face-to-face understanding of the 
enormity of sin,’’ Cardinal Manning 
said. 


WHEN PEOPLE admit their sins, 
they do not always want to have them 
forgiven the way the Church teaches. 


“‘We have to make an act of faith, an 
act of humility and an act of conformity to 
the will and the plan of God by the 
humility with which we approach the 
sacrament of reconciliation,’’ he said. 


“‘God makes overtures to us, asking us 
to come back to Him,”’’ he said. 


SCRIPTURE, THE cardinal said, is 
filled with instances of God offering his 
mercy to man. Probably the best lesson 
regarding this invitation to return is that 
of the prodigal son, where the father 
offers love and mercy instead of 


recrimination and condemnation, he 
said. 

However, he said, God gave mankind 
a free will to respond to his invitation. The 
decision is the basis “‘for the full operation 
of penance.’’ :

The two Californias and The Trail North

The special relationship between the peoples of the 
U.S.-Mexican. borderlands is explored in The Trail 
North, a documentary narrated by actor Martin Sheen, 
airing Wednesday, Sept. 14, 10:30-11: p.m.-on KPBS- 
TV, Channel 15 in San Diego. 


The 2,000 mile border separating the countries was not 
always the barrier of fence, radar and patrols that has 
come to characterize current efforts at stopping illegal 
immigrants from entering the United States. For 
generations before, Mexicans had freely crossed back and 
forth over the border, some electing to settle permanently, 
others to visit relatives or find a temporary job. 


IN RESEARCHING this history of Mexican 
migration, Robert Alvarez, an anthropologist, found that 
the literature contained little about the individual 
migrants, why they had come and what they had 
accomplished. Convinced that such personal stories were 
of critical importance to understanding the subject, 
Alvarez began investigating his own family history. 


From a great aunt, he learns that he is related to 
Thomas Smith, an American sailor who jumped ship and 
settled in a small town in the Mexican state of Baja 
California in 1808. Accompanied by his 10-year-old son, 
Alvarez journeys there to trace the route followed by his 
ancestors northward until a branch of the family settled in 
San Diego. 


This documentary shows that journey in a series of 


joyful homecomings demonstrating the strength of the 


extended family. With each stopover on.the trail north, 
Alvarez and his son learn more details of the family 
history and share a renewed sense of pride in their 
Mexican heritage. 

IN PRESENTING this family record, the program 
enables viewers to experience the human dimensions of 
the border and its problems. Written and produced by 
Paul Espinosa for KPBS-San Diego, the film is 
beautifully photographed and supported by evocative 
Mexican folk music. Sheen’s narration quietly but 
persuasively convinces us that the family ties binding the
